Three 
thousand people heard him speak in the 
auditorium. The Twelfth cavalry band 
of Fort Oglethorpe escorted Senator For- 
aker and members of the society to the 
auditorium. General Gates Pp. Thruston, 
president of the society, introduced Sen. 
ator Foraker,. referring to him as a 
political hero, 

Foraker Applauded. 

The audience frequently applauded 
Senator Foraker’s speech, which deftly 
dealt with political and racia] questions 
growing out of the civil war. 

rhe sessions of the society will close 
Thursday evening with a banquet. Offi- 
cers are to pe named at a morning busi- 
ness session and the afternoon is to be 
spent in an automobile tour of Chicka- 
mauga Park, which will conclude with 
an entertainment at Fort Oglethorpe, in- 
cluding a review of the troops in the 
Twelfth cavalry. 

Senator Forceker reviewed at some 
length the great struggles of the civil 
war and ‘some of the results growing 
out of that crafilct.

Progress of Negro. 

‘With the encouragement and inspira 
tion thus given him, the black man has 
during these forty years. made a great 
deal of progress. The four and ‘a half 
millions of negroes of 1860 practically 
owned nothing. Nearly all of them were 
owned by somebody else. 

“Without any preparation for freedom 
and-the assumption of their responsi- 
bilities of citizenship, they might be ex- 
pected to make but little advancement, 
even with everybody lending them a 
helping hand; but, particularly so, hav- 
ing to contend as they did against all the 
prejudices and hatreds born of their pre- 
vious condition. And yet while we have 
seen their population barely double, we 
have seen them accumulate property, 
which they today own in their own right, 
to the amount of more than $500,000,000. 
We have seen them, while struggling up

Included in the big 
siate while there was also a number of 
crowd were many from all parts of the 
members of the Southern Cotton Asso- 
ciation from other parts of the state. 

Many of the exhibits and shows ire 
piettily decorated with bolls and cotton 
pants in honor of the day, while tha 
Southern Cotton Journal booth had a 
pair of pickaninnies, carefully screened 
@nd set apart like any of the regular 
exhibits with the label: ‘‘The Only Cot- 
ten ‘Picking Machine that was Pver In- 
vented.”” During the day there wera 
many visitors to The Atlanta Conetitu- 
tion exhibit which has become a great 
favorite with all, as the chairs give the 
ladies an opportunity for rest, while the 
Icng tables are utilizeg for the writing 
oi letters or the addressing of souvenir 
pest cards. 

There was a big crowd present in the 
avditorium when President M. L. John- 
sn, of the Georgia division of the South- 
ern Cotton Association, called the meet- 
ing to order. President Johnson intro- 
duced the speakers in a happy manner. 

President Harvie. Jordan, of the South- 
ern Cotton Association, was suffering 
from a severe cold, and it was only pos- 
sible for him to speak’ with the greatest 
effort.

The special committee which has been 
investigating the meat question in At- 
lanta met yesterday afternoon to act 
on a petition from W. H. White, Jr., 
and others to erect a slaughter house and 
stock pens on a poruon of the stockade 
property at a yearly rental of $600 for 
twenty years. 

Attorney Courtland Winn was present 
to offer anothe? petition asking for the 
same privilege for which $3,000 a year 
would be paid for twenty years. 

Attorney Albert Howell, JZJr., 
present and spoke in behak of 
White and his associates. 

The committee decided to report ad- 
versed on the petition of Mr. White 
and refer the whole matter to the board 
of health as required by the new meat 
ordinance, 

Chairman Taylor took occasion to say 
something about the “horrible condition” 
he and his committee had found in nearly 
all of the slaughter houses in the city 
when an inspection was made last sum- 
mer. 

Said It Would Be Monopoly. 

Attorney Winn made the first talk. 
He said that his clients opposed the 
granting of Mr. White's petition because 
is not only asked for stockade property, 
but wanted to give him a monopoly by 
making his stockyards the only place 
where cattle ig less than car Joad lots 
be inspected. 

“The men I represent,’ said Mr. Winn, 
“propose to build an abattoir. I want 
to say further that the butchers of this 
city are going to organize a cooperative 
association and will build two slaughter 
houses, one on the east side of the city, 
and the other on the west side. They 
will not let Mr. ‘White or anybody else 
have a rank monopoly. They want the 
most rigid meat dnspection. It can’t be

Praise for the Committee. 

Mr. Howell) paid a high tribute to the 
meat committee for.the good work it 
had done. 

“I wish to say,’ sald Mr. Howell, “‘that 
Dr. Taylor and his committee deserve 
the praise of every citizen of Atlanta. 
The new ordinance will save human lives 
and that is next to saving human souls. 
We all know that numberless lives have 
been sacrificed because of impure meats. 
When this matter was first taken up it 
was thought the city might build a pub- 
lie abattoir, but it did not have the 
money. So Mr. White and his associates 
came forward and said they would build 
the slaughter house. They only asked 
that cattle in less than car load jots be 
inspected at their yards, as would have 
been done if the city had built the abat- 
toir. It was agreed to pay the city a 
nominal rental and build the slaughter 
house on the city’s property because it 
was believed that some day municipal 
ownership might come up and the city 
would want to own the abattoir. My 
clients made it a part of their petition 
to turn over the slaughter house to the 
city when a demand for it was made. 
If any competitors object to our petition 
then we wil] withdraw it. I do think 
that it would be an unwise step to have 
a number of places for the inspection of 
cattle; and that unless one such place is 
named the meat ordinance wil] fail to 
give the people the relief they should 
have.”’

ing that a reprieve be granted Bundrick 
in order that he might fhe permitted to 
reopen his case before the prison com- 
mission and strengtheg st. Later Gover- 
nor Terrell received a telegram from 
Judge Littlejohn and Solicitor Hooper, 
requesting that a reprieve be granted; 
that this request was joined in by the 
ordinary, the prosecuting counsel, the 
clerk and sheriff, the judge of the county 
court and many prominent citizens. 

It is understood that Bundrick pro- 
poses to submit an affidavit from his 
brother, Andrew Bundrick, now serving a! 
life term sentence in sme pententiary for 
complicity in the murder of Shrouder, | 
that he, Andrew Bundrick, was the chief 
actor in the homicide. Inasmuch as G. W. 
Bundrick had been granted no former 
reprieve, and upon the showing made and 
the petition of the various state and 
county officials and citizens, Governor 
Terrell thought Bundrick should be al- 
lowed one more chance to strengthen his 
showing for a commutation of sentence 
from death to life imprisonment.

At a meeting of the John B. Gordon 
Monument Association, held yesterday

the statue. Ten thousand dollars was| 
collected by the association and turned) 
over to the commission, consisting 0° 
cash, vouchers for expenditures made and 
uncollected subscriptions. Of the sum 
represented by vouchers, $3,200 has been 
paid to Solon Borglum, the sculptor, in| 
monthly payments of $200 upon the orig- 
inal contract of $f0,000 made with him. 
Other vouchers were for clerk hire and 
mivcellaneous expenses incurred by the 
association. 

The sums already expended, together 
with the cash and uncollected subdscrip- 
tions and the $15,000 appropriation made 
by the state, will make the equestrian 
statue cost $25,000, this being ample for 
the purpose of erecting a magnificent 
statue to Georgia’s illustrious citizen, 
statesman and soldier.
